They were patient regarding the appointment of a new 
prime minister. I believe they can be patient on the issue 
of the new government too. We would like to achieve 
this more or less quickly, of course, but not in a great 
rush. Why? Because this could create problems if we 
have men and women in the government who are not up 
to the task awaiting them—a huge task in fact. I would 
therefore like to ask Burundians to wait. I will do 
everything to prevent them from waiting too long. Nego- 
tiations are already under way between political parties; 
when these talks end, perhaps | will have to discuss the 
proposals they will submit to me, which will take more

Troops Kill 6 in ‘Hand-to-Hand’ Combat

[FBIS Translated Text] With there being gunfire in the 
Kamenge area [northern Bujumbura] since last night, we 
dispatched our reporters there, and Domitile Kiramvu 
reports: 


[Begin recording] [Kiramvu] According to a report by 
the pacification officer of the Kamenge area, Major 
Severin Sindayihebura, and the officer commanding the 
Northern Ntahangwa [river crossing Bujumbura town] 
Division, Major Bandonkeye, endorsed by the Kamenge 
locational head, Mr. Paul Nkunzimana, what happened 
in the Kamenge area on the evening of Friday, 24 
February 1995 was as follows: At about 1600 Capt 
Nyandwi, accompanied by two civilians, went to the 
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forward military position. The captain needed some 
soldiers to escort him to Teza sub-location [in Kamenge] 
to look for a stolen taxi. On arrival at Teza, they 
encountered gunfire. They returned the fire, killing one 
assailant and recovering his R-4 rifle. Having failed to 
reach the area where the taxi was supposed to have been 
hidden, they returned to the military position for rein- 
forcements. 


When the reinforced team returned to the site of the first 
incident, it was fired on from all sides. During the 
ensuing exchange of fire, people were seriously wounded 
by bullets and bayonets, because hand-to-hand fighting 
broke out when the soldiers tried to enter the house from 
which the firing was emanating. Seven people were 
captured together with two R-4 rifles, two pistols, 445 
rounds of ammunition, and documents such as passports 
and identiy cards. 


Of the seven people who were captured, five died of their 
wounds, and two are hospitalized at the Kamenge Mili- 
tary Hospital. 


Also mentioned in the report, was that when the firing 
intensified, especially when a supply back-up truck 
passed, a tank opened fire, seriously damaging two 
houses and slightly damaging two others. Some panic- 
stricken Kamenge residents then fled toward the moun- 
tains overlooking the capital, and we could see that those 
still on the spot were very nervous. 


It is worth noting that the Friday evening events in 
Kamenge compelled many of the country’s officials, 
including the president of the Republic, to visit the 
sub-location: 


[Unidentified correspondent] Indeed, Domitile, even the 
president of the Republic visited Kamenge. He wanted 
to take stock of the situation. After returning to the 
palace, the president of the Republic, whom we were able 
to contact by telephone, told us that the Kamenge 
residents were requesting the evacuation or suspension 
of the military positions in Kamenge, at least for a 
month, as a respite. President Ntibantunganya also indi- 
cated that some members of the government and the 
National Assembly were still stuck in Kamenge, at least 
until 1800. [end recording] 


Army Account Disputed

[in northern Bujumbura] were killed two nights ago [24 
February] following an intervention by the national 
army in the area. Why did the army carry out such an 
operation in Kamenge? The versions vary according to 
the sources: 


[Unidentified correspondent] Military sources say the 
army was looking for a stolen car and that their infor- 
mation led them to believe the stolen car, a taxi, was 
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hidden in the Kamenge area. The army dispatched a unit 
on Friday evening to go and check, but when it arrived at 
the suspected house, the intervention unit was greeted by 
automatic weapon fire. The response was immediate and 
the attacker was shot. His weapon, a South African R-4 
rifle, was seized. [passage omitted] 


This was the version of events given by the army. The 
local administration has another version. According to 
the sub-locational head in Kamenge, the soldiers who 
carried out the operation did it without his knowledge, 
contrary to normal procedure. He thus casts doubt on 
the version of events given by the soldiers and states that 
he does not understand the real motive behind the 
intervention, which was carried out behind his back. 


He also accuses the soldiers of having deliberately killed 
innocent civilians. He cites the case of the seven cap- 
tured people, five of whom were simply executed. 
Finally, he deplores the excessive use of force, and the 
firing of automatic weapons by an army armored vehicle 
in a residential area. 


These two different versions of Friday evening’s events 
in Kamenge, given by the military and civilian authori- 
ties respectively, once again show the problems sur- 
rounding such operations involving the use of force in 
policing and disarmament operations. [passage omitted]. 


President Responds

even elsewhere, one version of events in Kamenge [in 
northern Bujumbura] spoke of ministers and MPs being 
taken hostage. The president of the Republic, Mr. 
Sylvestre Ntibantunganya, whom we have just contacted 
by telephone, told us that in fact the officials had wished 
to be with their party supporters at grassroots level and 
were now back home, following a meeting the president 
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held with the minister of national defense and the chiefs 
of general staff of the army and the gendarmerie and a 
delegation of the Frodebu [Front for Democracy in 
Burundi] party political bureau. Let us listen to him: 


[Begin recording] [Ntibantunganya] Well, according to 
what I heard and saw, there was no hijacking as some 
people have said. [passage omitted]. 


I promised the people that we would study the problem 
and that we would devise an adequate solution. That is 
in fact what we did the whole morning with the collab- 
oration of the security forces and a delegation of the 
Frodebu political bureau who had come to express their 
concern about the issue. 


The meeting we had this morning with these people 
enabled us to find solutions which, as you have already 
heard, resulted in the easing of the situation. [passage 
omitted]. 


[Correspondent] Mr. President, the problem of Kamenge 
goes with the problem of disarming the civilian popula- 
tion. We have been hearing gunfire in recent days in 
some areas, not just in Kamenge, but in other areas as 
well. The problem of disarmament has not yet been 
solved. What is the exact situation? 


[Ntibantunganya] First, I must tell you that this is an 
agreed policy, which is irreversible. We will not go back 
on it. However, people should understand that disarma- 
ment can take several forms. That is why we requested 
the security forces to try and put in place a special unit 
charged with disarmament with expertise in disarma- 
ment methods, rather than using methods which result in 
many casualties. We are in fact working with the security 
forces to achieve this objective. Having said this, disar- 
mament will aff-ct everyone without ethnic or political 
distinction, as v » stressed earlier when addressing con- 
stituent bodies earlier this year in our 1995 New Year

U.S. Ambassador Detained at Police Station

[FBIS Transcribed Text] The U.S. ambassador to Kenya, 
Aurelia Brazeal, was today held up by police for one hour 
at a police station in Naivasha on suspicion that she was 
accompanying a Democratic Party team to Maela ref- 
ugee camp led by former MP Ngengi Muigai. Brazeal 
was going to visit a friend five kilometers from the 
station when she was stopped at the Kongoni roadblock 
at about 1.30 P.M. She was being driven by her official 
driver in her official car, 29 CD IK. 


After questioning the driver for about 15 minutes, police 
manning the roadblock called a senior inspector, who 
instructed the Mercedes Benz be driven to the Kongoni 
police station. In the office the inspector got in touch 
with senior administration officiais, seeking directives 
on how to handle the matter. Brazeal was in the police 
station for another 45 minutes, where she was quizzed 
about her mission. She said she was going to lunch at Dr. 
Silverstein’s house, just a few kilometers ahead. 


A blue number plate Land-rover, which was understood 
to have come from the Nakuru Provincial Headquarters, 
arrived and escorted the e:) voy to the place to ensure she 
did not make any diversion. 


An hour earlier, Muigai, his brother Captain retired 
Kungu Muigai and Thika Democratic Party Chairman 
Dick Githaiga had been held there as the police con- 
tacted the provincial authorities on whether or not to 
allow the team to take food to the Maela victims. They 
were later denied entrance and had to return. 


However, Foreign Minister Kalonzo Musyoka told KTN 
he was studying the issue and would make a statement 
tomorrow.

Joint Committee To Control Ports, Airports

[drawn from Aidid’s and Ali Mahdi’s groups] has 
appointed a joint committee to administer the Mogad- 
ishu’s ports and airports. 


After a lengthy debate on the agenda concerning the 
establishment of the latter committee; having considered 
suggestions made by political leaders in a letter sent out 
on 18 and 19 February 1995 concerning the committee’s 
membership, structure, and tasks; having considered 
suggestions made by the committees of elders and poli- 
ticians of the various communities residing in Banaadir 
region [Mogadishu and environs]; having realized the 
importance of the joint committee to the maintenance of 
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peace and stability in Mogadishu and the smooth run- 
ning of the ports and airports, which are vital to the lives 
of the Somali people in general and Mogadishu residents 
in particular; having realized the indispensability of 
expediting the establishment of the joint committee to 
officially take over the responsibility from Unosom 
before it leaves the country and establish cooperation 
and a new relationship with international and govern- 
mental relief aid and development organizations the 
joint political committee decided as follows: 


1. The structure of the joint committee to administer the 
ports and airport will be [words indistinct]. 


2. The responsibility of the joint committee: The com- 
mittee is the supreme agency responsible for the admin- 
istration of the ports and airports, and it should imme- 
diately take over the administration, services, and 
security at the ports and airports before Unosom leaves. 


B. [letter as heard] it will supervise and ensure the 
smooth running of import and export of goods and the 
activities of the exporters. 


C. It must streamline the rules governing the general 
administration, technical services, districts, revenues 
and [word indistinct] ports and airports in Mogadishu. 


D. It must establish a system to regulate administrative 
work, workers, finance, and so on. 


E. It must direct technical work. 


F. It must resolve any conflict which could jeorpardize 
the smooth running of the ports and airports. 


G. It must bring about understanding and cooperation 
between workers and administrative officials. 


H. It must welcome and serve people concerned with the 
ports and airports. 


3. The joint committee will cooperate with the police 
joint committees in maintaining security at the ports and 
airports and roads serving them. Security of the ports 
and airports and feeder roads will be maintained by the 
police in conjunction with militia norces, whose number 
will be determined by the joint committee and approved 
by political leaders. 


4. The joint committee must constantly consult with the 
political leaders before implementing its decisions. 
Should the committee fail to resolve any problems that 
may arise at the ports and airports, it must seek advice 
on the next course of action from the political leaders. 
Before exchanging any correspondence with interna- 
tional organizations unrelated to its duties, the joint 
committee must first consult with the leaders. 


5. The decisions of the joint committee can te adopted 
by a two-thirds rnajority of votes. [passage omitted]. 


The joint committee will begin work with effect from 23 
February 1995. 
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The agreement on the formation of the joint committee 
was signed by Mr. Ali Mahdi Mohamed and Mr. 
Mohamed Farah Aidid. The agreement was also signed 
by Mr. Ali Ugas Abdulleh and Mr. Iseh Mohamed Siad, 
the two chairmen of the joint political committee.

4. The joint committees appointed must immediately 
take over all matters concerning the administration of 
the ports and airports, facilities and equipment from the 
Unosom forces. 


The joint committee must ensure the smooth running of 
the institutions, the security of all the ports and airports. 
The committees must also ensure the safety of Unosom 
forces. The committee must also ensure the smooth 
importing and exporting of goods and services from the 
ports and airports [words indistinct]. 


5. The committee must ensure that all the equipment, 
stores, and other vital facilities of the ports and airports 
of Mogadishu are kept safe from any interference by 
irresponsible people. 
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6. The committee must endeavor to resolve any differ- 
ences that may arise between the workers and the users 
of the ports and airports of Mogadishu. 


7. The committee must create a cordial relationship and 
cooperation between workers and officials of the ports 
and airports. 


8. The committee must ensure the safety of people and 
the property of all those using the ports and airports. 


9. The joint committee must select a special police force 
to maintain the safety, security, and peace of the ports, 
airports, and routes to those vital national institutions. 
[Words indistinct] the chairmen of the political commit- 
tees must agree on the composition of such a force. 


10. The joint political committee must be consulted on 
issues needing their attention. Any points that may 
prove problematic for the joint political committee must 
be referred to the main political groups. [passage omitted

The full list of the joint committee will be announced on 
completion of their appointment and on receipt of the 
names by the joint political committee. 


The appointment of the joint administration of the ports 
and airports of Mogadishu is effective and official as from 
23 February 1995.

assurance has not been taken seriously. He said he once 
again wishes to reiterate his alliance’s calls to all officials 
of the security forces, and the Somali people in general, 
to assure the security of the departing Unosom soldiers 
by being extra vigilant so as to ensure that no problem 
comes from the Somali side. He also said that the 
security of all areas left by Unosom should be assured, 
including property left in those areas—areas such as the 
airport and the port of Mogadishu—since these areas are 
of vital interest to our nation. He said we will not tolerate 
any looting in those areas. 
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Mohamed Farah Aidid said the agreement reached 
between his group and the Somali Salvation Alliance 
shoulc not be violated, adding that misunderstandings 
which might have emerged should be resolve | through 
dialogue, and in the spirit of unity and nationalism. He 
stressed to the officials the need to make the people 
aware of the importance, and seriousness of the issues 
discussed. He said that the security of all the property in

Correspondent Describes Preparation for Pullout

[FBIS Transcribed Excerpt] Mogadishu, Feb 25 (AFP)— 
Somalia’s most powerful warlord, Mohamed Farah 
Aidid, on Saturday warned people not to plunder the 
city’s port and airport after the US-guarded pullout of 
the last UN troops next week but UN officials were 
skeptical as to whether his appeal would be heard. 


Somalis lobbed teargas Saturday at the gate of the 
UN-held airport in Mogadishu and close to the runway 
used by planes taking UN troops home. 


At the gate, Pakistani troops on the ground and aboard 
armoured personnel carriers clapped handkerchiefs to 
their faces and poured water over their heads as the 
stinging gas swirled in around noon (0900 GMT). 


The UN troops closed the airport gate for about 20 
minutes, then used sticks to chase out infiltrators. 


Inside the razor-wire, an advance guard of Operation 
United Shield prepared for the landing of US and Italian 
marines on Monday and Tuesday to protect the with- 
drawal of the last 2,500 UN troops. 


The US-led task force’s operational commander, Marine 
Lieutenant General Tony Zinni, flew in by helicopter 
from his command ship, the Belleau Wood, to inspect 
the airport, held by Pakistani troops, and the adjoining 
port, held by Bangladeshi soldiers. 


Both contingents face tense crowds of would-be looters 
who surge through the gates every time they are opened 
for vehicles. 


Aidid, who controls south Mogadishu, on Saturday told 
leaders of his Somali National Alliance not to allow 
looting of equipment which will be left behind at both 
facilities after the marines pull out, his faction’s radio 
station reported. 


For the last stage of the withdrawal of the UN troops and 
some senior civilians, the task force, composed of 10,000 
troops from six nations aboard 18 warships, will have more 
than 2,000 US and Italian marines on the ground equipped 
with massive firepower, and gunships circling overhead. 
The force fears “‘spill-over” fighting if rival militias fight. 
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Aidid and his north Mogadishu rival, self-styled “‘presi- 
dent” Ali Mahdi Mohamed, have appointed a joint 
committee to run the port and airport, but many 
observers consider that agreement fragile, and fear bat- 
tles for control of both facilities, with their opportunities 
to import arms and ammunition into a country riven for 
generations by clan warfare. 


Militiamen are still ignoring a peace-pact the two leaders 
signed last Tuesday which banned all weapons from the 
streets and ordered battle-wagons known as “‘technicals” 
to be confined to designated areas. 


The perimeter of the port and airport stretches for many 
kilometres (miles). 


“We weren’t able to secure it with 8,000 professional 
troops,” noted UN spokesman George Bennett. “To 
make it really secure, you would have to post soldiers 
every few metre (yards) along the wire.” 


And, pointing out that the clan militiamen spend most of 
their time free-lancing, engaging in looting and levying 
tolls at road blocks, he added: “I doubt that an appeal by 
Aidid can stop them.” 


Rear Admiral Elio Bolongaro, of Italy, told journalists on 
board the aircraft-carrying cruiser Giuseppe Garibaldi 
earlier this week he was confident the Italian and US 
marines could secure the long perimeter. They will be 
carrying experimental crowd-control weapons that spray 
foam and shoot bean-bags. 


A Boeing-747 took another 400 or so Pakistani troops home 
Saturday, bringing the UN force down to some 3,400. 


The last 2,500 UN soldiers, from Pakistan and Bangladesh, 
will leave aboard troopships after the marines come ashore 
to protect their rear and some 7,000 troops from the United 
States, Britain, France, Italy, Pakistan and Malaysia stand 
by on board the 18-vessel armada offshore. 


Cargo ships were taking heavy equipment out now from 
the port, which will be closed to normal commercial 
traffic Sunday, when all Somalis will be banned from 
both the port and the airport. [passage omitted] 


Anti-U.S. Rally Held; Airport Blocked

{[FBIS Transcribed Text] Mogadishu, Feb 26 (AFP?)— 
Somali militiamen and police sealed off the airport and 
port here Sunday as some 4,000 people held an anti-US 
protest in the south of the capital, stronghold of warlord 
Mohamed Farah Aidid. 


The militiamen, loyal to General Aidid, and police told 
AFP they wanted to prevent looting after the departure 
of UN peacekeeping troops. 


UN troops Saturday clashed repeatedly with Somalis at 
the airport as tension rose ahead of the final UN pullout. 
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“We're militiamen from the SNA (Aidid’s Somali 
National Alliance), we’re keeping everyone out to pre- 
vent looting,” the gunmen’s leader, “Commander” Hus- 
sein Irif, told AFP. 


Police inspector Aly Abdullah Mohamed added, “‘With 
these militiamen, we’re guarding the airport.” 


Some 8,000 Somali police, paid until now by the UN, 
will get no more salaries after March 31, when the UN 
peacekeepers’ mandate runs out. 


Young men armed with assault rifles and light machine- 
guns guarded a barricade along a road beside the no-go 
area between the port and airport. 


In the distance, Somali youths could be seen congre- 
gating. “Looters, ready to climb over the wall,” Irif 
commented. 


Around midday, several shells were fired in the Bermuda 
district, near the port and the airport, an AFP reporter 
noted. 


Observers in the capita! put the incident down to an 
inter-clan quarrel as some Somali factions contested the 
authority of General Aidid, who earlier ordered Somalis 
in a radio address to refrain from any looting. 


Barricades set up to block the way into the airport 
meanwhile was causing a traffic jam. 


At the protest in southern Mogadishu, demonstrators 
expressed joy at seeing UN troops leave and shouted 
anti-American slogans ahead of the return of US 
Marines to this war-torn capital. 


Some 1,800 Marines and 300 Italian troops are due to 
land at the port and airport between now and Tuesday to 
cover the withdrawal of ihe last 2,500 UN peacekeep- 
ers—Pakistanis and Bangladeshis. 


The arriving Americans and Italians are part of Opera- 
tion United Shield, a 1C0,000-strong seaborne task force 
covering the retreat of the UN troops and last civilians 
from this lawless Horn of Africa nation. 


Late Saturday, Aidid made a radio address appealing to 
Somalis not to loot the port and airport, saying they were 
national property. 


He said police, aided by his militiamen, would guard the 
facilities and that a management committee set up in the 
past few days by Somali factions would take over coniio! 
of these areas from the United Nations. 


Aidid and his main rival, Ali Mahdi Mohamed, earlier 
announced creation of the committee, which represents 
all the factions in Mogadishu. 


However it is not certain the panel will remain united, 
seeing there have been repeated violations of peace 
agreements and ceasefires. 
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From Monday, Operation United Shield troops will 
prevent anyone crossing from one side of the city to the 
other as a safety precaution. 


When the US commanders of the operation ordered the 
move, Somali police and militiamen responded by laying 
containers across the main entrance to the port to block it. 


Early Sunday the port was closed to shipping and not 
scheduled to reopen until after the UN withdrawal is 
complete. 


US and UN troops—30,000 strong at their peak— 
arrived here in late 1992 to halt looting of aid going to 
victims of a devastating famine and to try to restore 
peace to Somalia, which has been without a government 
since the ouster of dictator Mohamed Siad Barre in 
January 1991.

{Text] A secret biological weapons programme used to 
assassinate opponents of South Africa’s apartheid regime 
is in danger of falling into the hands of the Libyans, 
according to American intelligence sources. 


Efforts by Britain and America to persuade South Africa 
to destroy the weapons and research documents have 
been made more urgent by intelligence reports that 
Colonel Mu’ammar al-Qadhdhafi of Libya is trying to 
recruit the scientists who developed them. 


Although production of the weapons by South Africa has 
ceased, President Nelson Mandela has been unable, 
despite repeated requests, to persuade his military to 
relinquish the blueprint which now risks falling into the 
hands of states such as Libya. 


Intelligence reports that al-Qadhdhafi is trying to lure 
two South African scientists to Tripoli to help him 
develop his own biological weapons programme have 
provoked doep concern in Washington. The reports have 
spurred the White House into sending an emissary to 
South Africa to try to persuade the government to take 
action against the military, which has run the top-secret 
programme for 10 years. 


A sign of the concern in Washington last week was a 
meeting called by Leon Panetta, White House chief of 
staff, to discuss the issue. Tony Lake, national security 
adviser and Elisa Harris, a member of the National 
Security Council with responsibility for chemica! and 
biological weapons, are also involved in trying to get 
South Africa to destroy the research. 


According to senior administration officials and sources in 
the Central Intelligence Agency, the programme was used to 
assassinate opponents of the apartheid regime, under the 
government of former president F W de Klerk. “It was a 
shocking and disgusting episode,” said one source. The fear 
is that Libya may adopt the same methods. 


“The fact that a chemical and biological weapons pro- 
gramme was operating is simply incontestable,” said a 
Pentagon official. 


“With BW (biological weapons) it’s not enough just to 
stop making the stuff as you only need a small laboratory 
and you tend to make it to order. We must know that all 
the records have been destroyed or there is always the 
risk it could be started again or the knowledge sold to a 
willing buyer, like the Libyans.” 


The biological weapons programme began in the mid- 
1980s as part of a secret project funded by the South 
African ministry of defence. Not content with the chem- 
ical weapons that had been used in Namibia and Angola, 
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the government wanted a new form of terror to use on 
the opposition, or in the event of civil war. 


Biological weapons are strains of germs or viruses that 
are refined for delivery as sprays or in liquids and 
powders. Tiny amounts can kill thousands by intro- 
ducing new strains of plague, anthrax or virulent strains 
of common illnesses such as tuberculosis. 


Both biological and chemical weapons were used as part of 
an extensive campaign of assassination against opponents of 
apartheid at home and abroad. On April 23, 1989, Frank 
Chikane, the secretary general of the South African council 
of churches, was taken ill on his way to Namibia. He 
suffered vomiting, dizziness and was unable to walk. A few 
days he later travelled to America for talks with President 
George Bush and congressional leaders. 


“Within the first 24 hours of my arrival in the USA I fell 
seriously ill again,” said Chikane at the time. “I felt 
nauseous, I started sweating, sal!vating and vomited. My 
body started shaking and twitching... I lost consciousness 
and had acute respiratory problems. "Later investigation 
revealed Chikane’s suitcase and clothes had been delib- 
eraiely infected with a toxin that he had either breathed 
or absorbed through his skin. 


The CIA believes that in the same year Thami Zulu, one of 
the African National Congress’s [ANC] most effective guer- 
rilla fighters, was fed poison by a South African agent 
working against the ANC in Lusaka, the Zambian capital. 
Other ANC officials in Zambia and Mozambique are also 
believed to have been attacked as part of the campaign. 


“It was an extensive effort,” said one senior intelligence 
official. “And we still do not know how effective it was as 
some of the deaths looked as if the people were simply ill 
with everyday sicknesses.” 


Exactly who authorised the secret biological weapons 
programme is not known to western intelligence, though 
it is thought to have been officially sanctioned and 
funded. For the past year, the Americans have been 
content to apply quiet diplomatic pressure on Mandela 
to destroy all the research. They had been reassured by 
his promises to see that this was done. Now, however, 
intelligence reports that al-Qadhdhafi’s agents were 
actively trying to recruit the South African scientists 
have turned the issue into a crisis. 


For the past few months, American intelligence has 
tracked al-Qadhdhafi’s agents around the world, lis- 
tening to telephone conversations involving efforts to 
recruit the South Africans. 


The diplomatic efforts to get South Africa to destroy its 
research have been shrouded in secrecy, in part because the 
intelligence effort is at a sensitive stage and also because of 
worries that evidence of Mandela’s inability to contro! his 
military could undermine his fragile political control. 


“‘Mandela is on the side of the angels on this one,” said 
a foreign office official. “Sut there appears to be a limit 
as to what he can actually do.”

Condemning the Inkatha Freedom Party walkout from 
Parliament last week, the NEC said: “This kind of 
brinkmanship is not calculated to present a positive 
picture internally and externally of growing national 
stability in South Africa.” 


President Nelson Mandela’s firm stand against lawless- 
ness and anarchy was unanimously supported. 


The NEC has also called for a meeting of the full ANC

Customs Figures Show Trade Surplus Falls

South Africa’s monthly trade surplus fell by R647- 
million [rands] to R1.043-billion in January as imports 
resumed their upward trend and exports dropped, fig- 
ures released Monday by the Customs and Excise 
Department show. Imports rose to R6.797-billion last 
month compared to R6.23-billion in December 1994, 
but below the R7.32-billion of imports registered in 
November last year. 


Exports were muted in January, declining slightly to 
R7.84- billion from R7.92-billion in December last year. 
The resultant January trade surplus was down from the 
previous month’s R1.69- billion and the surplus of 
R1.136-billion achieved in January last year. 


South African Foreign Trade Organisation economist 
Linda Smith said on a seasonal basis imports and exports 
were typically depressed. ““They to tend to start off the 
year fairly low,” she told SAPA. “The bulk of expendi- 
ture (on imports) and revenue (from exports) results in a 
bulge of trade which generally occurs in the middle of the 
year.” 


She said high import levels could be expected to con- 
tinue this year, but probably not at the levels registered 
in 1994 which pushed the country’s balance of payments 
into a deficit late last year. 


The higher level of imports and exports in January 
compared to R4.548-billion and R5.684-billion respec- 
tively in the same month last year indicated improved 
economic performance domestically and in the markets 
of the country’s main trading partners. 


Imports of machinery and equipment, which largely 
fuelled South Africa’s high import bill last year, were 
three per cent down in January compared to the last 
quarter of 1994. However, Smith noted last month’s 
machinery imports were still significantly higher than 
the amount registered in January last year. ““This reflects 
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the sustained improvement in domestic economic 
activity over the last six months,” she said. 


She said it appeared the Customs and Excise Depart- 
ment had re-classified oil imports from the unclassified 
category (secret or strategic goods, including armaments) 
to the minerals category. 


The other unclassified goods and balance of payments 
adjustments category showed a negligible R 10-million in 
imports, while the imports of minerals category showed 
a major gain to R489.4-million. 


Analysing exports, Smith said the base metals category 
had been disappointing. Base metal, mainly iron and 
steel, exports of R798.6-million in January were signifi- 
cantly lower than the levels achieved in the last few 
monii's of 1994. She said this could be due to high local 
demand which was preventing exports from rising. This 
was further borne out by a 17 per cent increase in the 
imports of base metals in January compared to the last 
quarter of 1994's average.

[FBIS Translated Text] The Angolan Government is 
expected to react to the serious allegations by a National 
Union for the Total Independence of Angola [UNITA] 
official who deserted to the government side today. 
Colonel (Isaac Monteiro Zavarra) has been in Luanda for 
the past three days with part of his family. He fled from 
Bailundo, where he was working as a liaison officer with 
the UN Angola Verification Mission at Vila Nova in 
Huambo Province. Reginaldo Silva in Luanda has fur- 
ther details. 


At a well-attended hour-long news conference carried 
live by the Angolan National Radio this afternoon, 
Colonel (Zavarra) made a series of serious accusations 
against UNITA leader Jonas Savimbi. The colonel said 
that, immediately after the Bailundo congress, Savimbi 
held a meeting, which (Zavarra) attended, with the 
military commanders to draw up plans to return to war. 
The colonel said the plans are already at the implemen- 
tation stage. The implementation is being supported by 
South African mercenaries. A total of 200 South African 
instructors have already arrived in Angola. 


[Begin (Zavarra) recording] After the congress Dr. 
Savimbi met with the military commission alone. At that 
meeting he clearly said that we should bury the Lusaka 
accord. Savimbi said the Lusaka accord signifies integra- 
tion and is worthless because he did not sign it. He said: 
The Lusaka accord does not apply to the military, and, as 
such, we should take advantage of this period of peace to 
reorganize. You commanders who came here for the 
congress should go back to the field and mobilize our 
troops to fight. That is the only way to conquer the 
country. He added that there has been no reconciliation 
between him and the Popular Movement for the Liber- 
ation of Angola. There has been no reconciliation 
between him and the president of the Republic. Since 
there can be no reconciliation, we must choose the 
armed path as the only solution to defend his interests. 
{end recording] 


It is obvious that these and many other accusations by 
Col. (Zavarra) today will certainly have a very negative 
effect on the peace process. The consequences of these 
accusations cannot be predicted, given the less friendly 
atmosphere that has characterized relations between the 
government and UNITA in recent days. 


Col. (Zavarra), who deserted from UNITA on his own 
initiative because he did not agree with the plan to return 
to war, detailed Savimbi’s alleged war plans. He said 
there is a strong international force estimated at 100,000 
[figure as heard] men of different nationalities who will 
come to Angola to take part in the new war. He added

that many countries were involved, including Israel, 
South Africa, Belgium, Iraq, Morocco, and Zaire. 


The UNITA dissident also said General Ben-Ben no 
longer leads the movement’s armed forces. He said 
Savimbi uses Ben-Ben as a cover. The man who is 
leading the movement’s armed forces is General Bock. 
This is part of a broad reshuffle that also affected 
General Chilingutila. (Zavarra) also said that Eugenio 
Manuvakola, the former UNITA secretary general who 
signed the Lusaka Protocol, and his family have been 
detained. (Zavarra) said Savimbi strongly criticized 
Manuvakola at the congress. 


The UNITA dissident said this afternoon that although 
Abel Chivukuvuku has not been detained, he is stationed 
in Bailundo without any responsibilities. He said, and we 
quote: Dr. Savimbi believes that Chivukuvuku should 
still remain out in the cold because of the time he spent 
in Luanda, unquote. 


UNITA has already reacted to (Zavarra’s) allegations. A 
few moments ago Cristina Pizarro interviewed Brigadier 
Tchassanha, UNITA deputy representative to the Joint 
Commission. 


[Begin recording] [Tchassanha] First, people are free to 
come and go from UNITA. Second, what credit can be 
given to a deserter who has been duly manipulated?

[Pizarro] Then do you deny or confirm his statement?

[Pizarro] (Zavarra) also said that he witnessed Savimbi 
say that reconciliation between him and Jose Eduardo 
dos Santos is impossible and that the Lusaka accord is 
worthless because Savimbi did not sign it. 


[Tchassanha] The man is not part of the General Staff. 
He is not part of any structure. I cannot see how he 
would have heard that statement.
